1576 GILBERT, SIR HUMPHREY. A Discourse of a Discoverie for a 
Newe Passage to Cataia, and the East Indies. 4to. London. 

This tract expresses Gilbert’s view that the continent of America was an 
island, representing the Atlantis of Plato and other writers of antiquity. Written 
several years before publication it is among the most notable contributions to the 
subject of exploration preceding the monumental work of Hakluyt. — Camb . Hist 
Eng. Lit , IV, v. He argues with much plausibility the existence of ocean cur- 
rents which starting from the Cape of Good Hope, moved across the Atlantic to 
the Strait of Magellan, whence the surplus flowed north and through the North- 
west JPassage and down to China, the Moluccas, and back to their starting point at 
the Cape. Richard Willes, in his enlarged edition of Eden (See Eden below under 
1577), wrote a discourse sustaining Gilbert’s views. ^ Frobisher was probably the 
first to put these theories to a test. — Gilbert used a variety of sources, some of them 
second-hand. His knowledge of English attempts at western discovery was really 
very meagre. — Taylor. For a Latin poem on the voyage see below.

There were two editions the same year, with some slight differences. — Lown- 
des. Reprinted in Pinkerton XII, 494-503. Translated into French, 1578. This 
version was turned into German, Gerlachen, 1580; into Latin, Nurnberg, 1580. 
Another Latin edition, Hamburg, 1675, and an Italian version, Naples, 1582. See 
below and also under Best and Churchyard under 1578, this section. 

This is an account of Frobisher’s second voyage in 1577, and is the rarest of 
all Frobisher material and one of the rarest of books in the English portion of 
Americana. Both Settle and Best accompanied Frobisher on this voyage, but there 
are a number of variations between the accounts of the two. — From Waldman. 
Frobisher made three voyages to the Northwest, — in 1576, 1577, and 1578. The 
first had the interest and support of Queen Elizabeth, the Earls of Warwick, 
Leicester, and Pembroke, the merchant Michael Lok, Richard Willes, and others. 
The new land discovered, which was the southeast part of Baffin Island, received

the name of Meta Incognita. Greenland may also be said to have been redis- 
covered But what was of most consequence was the finding of the a peece of 
blacke stone,” which excited the gold fever.. The second voyage concerned itself 
less with discoveries than with ore, of which 200 tons were brought back and 
found to be of no value. The third voyage had for its object establishing a colony 
in Meta Incognita. Storms and disasters pursued the attempt, which was as futile 
as it was ill-advised. The pioneer work of Frobisher was carried on by John 
Davis (see Davis under 1595-98 below).

This, the first Latin edition of Frobisher’s second voyage, was 
translated from the French edition. The name of the translator appears 
also as Joan.

A Trve Discovrse of the late Voyage of Discouerie, 
for the finding of a Passage to Cathay a, by the Northwest, vnder 
the Conduct of Martin Frobisher Generali : Deuided into three Bookes. 
In the first whereof is shewed, his first Voyage, wherein also by the 
way is sette out a Geographical! Description of the Worlde, and what 
partes thereof haue bin discouered by the Nauigations of the English- 
men. Also, there are annexed certayne Reasons, to proue all partes of 
the Worlde habitable, with a general!

These three voyages, taken from Hakluyt's edition, were reprinted by the Hak- 
luyt Society, London 1867. Three other accounts of them appeared in Pinkerton 
XII, 490 if., made up of Christopher Hall's account of the first voyage, of the 
second Settle's, of the third Thomas Ellis's, etc. The three, presumably Best’s 
account, translated into Dutch, Leyden, 1706, Pieter van der Aa’s Collection. 
See below. 

The most comprehensive of the half dozen accounts written and printed in 
1577-78 which have survived to us is that of Captain George Best. It contains 
one of the most important world maps of the time. — Waldman.

Davis made three voyages in search of the Northwest Passage — in 1585, 1586, 
and 1587. The account of the second he wrote himself ; the other two were writ- 
ten by John James. All three were reprinted by the Hakluyt Society, London, 
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1878. See below. For his dealings with the problem of the Northwest Passage see 
his The Worldes Hydrographical Description under 1595, GEOGRAPHY. 

Davis carried the work of exploration in the northwest further ahead than any 
navigator had hitherto done, and added materially to the geographical knowledge 
of what was known of Greenland. Besides he penetrated farther towards the real 
Northwest Passage, in whose existence he firmly believed. His log of the third 
voyage alone is preserved.

The author was a mathematician of some fame, who published various works 
on mathematics, arithmetic, navigation, etc. The above work was signed with his 
initials only, and appeared as an Appendix to the second edition of Edward Wa- 
terhouse’s Declaration of the Colony and Affaires in Virginia , London, 1622. It 
was reprinted in full by Purchas. It is full of erroneous and amusingly absurd 
speculations. — From Hakluyt Society volume for 1893. 

1633 JAMES, THOMAS. The Strange and Dangerous Voyage of Captaine 
Thomas lames, in his intended Discouery of the Northwest Passage 
into the South Sea ... To which are added, A Plat or Card for the 
Sayling in those Seas. Diuers little Tables of the Authors, of the Vari- 
ation of the Compasse, &c. With an Appendix concerning Longitude, 
by Master Henry Gellibrand . . . Large folding map of the region from 
Labrador to Greenland.

2nd edit., revised and corrected, 8 vo, London, 1740 (said to be inferior to the 
original); reprinted in Churchill II, 428-488; in. Harris II, 406-436; in Daniel 
Coxe’s Collection, 1741 ; see also the Hakluyt Society edition of Luke Foxe, 1893, 
under Foxe, 1635, below. 

James, a Bristol man of Welsh origin, started in May, 1631, and returned 
home in September, 1632, having met Luke Foxe somewhere in Button’s Bay. 
His record is full of hardships and perils, and is said to have supplied Coleridge 
with some of the matter of his “Ancient Mariner.” As a good Welshman, James 
named the region south of Hudson’s Bay New South Wales, while Foxe, who was 
from Hull, called it New Y orkshire.— -Quaritch. James was forced by exceptionally 
bad weather into Hudson’s Bay and wintered in the southern portion now called 
James Bay. His voyage was due solely to a wholesome feeling of rivalry between 
the merchants of Bristol and those of London. His account was printed by King 
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Charles’ I. command. It contains some remarkable physical observations respecting 
the intensity of the cold and the accumulation of ice in northern latitudes. — 
Lowndes. In many respects the voyage was a failure and nearly put an end to 
Northwest explorations, but it has left its mark in our Atlas of North America.— 
Haggs, No. 465. James represents the new spirit of science in the nautical world. 
He was sensible of the proper knowledge of navigation, and of the need of proper 
instruments. Before putting to sea he had endeavored to extend his former studies 
by obtaining journals, charts, descriptions, etc., and set skilful craftsmen to work 
making quadrants, staves, semi-circles, and compass needles. The school of ex- 
perience was represented by Foxe.— Cam. Hist. Eng. Lit . IV, v. 

1744-48 JAMES, THOMAS. The accurate and admirable Voyage of Captain 
Thomas James, for the Discovery of a Passage into the South Sea, by 
the North-West; his Wintering in Charlton Island, and wonderful Re- 
turn with his Ship, and most, of the Crew, into England.

Foxe sailed on May 5, 1631, and returned home within six months, having in 
the meantime explored the western part of Hudson’s Bay. In leading up to his 
own voyage through those of his predecessors, he was merely following the 
precedent of other writers, notably John Smith, whose General History had only 
just dropped from the best seller class ... He gives a great deal of valuable in- 
formation on ice, tides, bearings and northern phenomena. — From Waldman. Foxe 
belonged to the old school of seamen who had learned in the practical business of 
the sea. He derides the “mathematical! sea-man,” who, he avers, would fail in con- 
test with the “ruffe and boisterous Ocean.” — Camb. Hist. Eng. Lit. IV, v. Early 
voyagers to the Northwest did not seem to have published in separate form detailed 
accounts of their explorations, though there are narratives of most of them in 
Hakluyt and Purchas. Foxe and James were almost the first to issue separately 
published works describing voyages in search of the Northwest Passage. These 
two companion volumes are noteworthy in that both record voyages that were made 
in the same year (1631), to the same place, and with the same object. The two 
captains met by accident at the scene of their explorations and exchanged infor- 
mation. See the Introduction to the. Hakluyt Society volume cited below. These 
voyages closed this phase of exploration.

An account of a most Dangerous Voyage 
Performed by the Famous Capt. J. Monck in the Yeares 1619 and 
1620, by the special Command of Christian IV, King of Denmark, 
Norway, . . . to Hudson’s Straits, in order to discover a Passage on 
tha t Side, betwixt Greenland and America to the East Indies. With a 
Description of Old and New Greenland, for the better Elucidation of 
the said Treatise.

This “High Dutch Original” was really the first German version of Isaac de 
la Peyrere’s Relation, du Grohiland , a fact of which the editors of Churchill s 
Collection were ignorant See La Peyrere under 1732, ARCTIC REGIONS. The 
first English translation of Munlds own journal was done for the Hakluyt Society, 
vol. II, 1897 (see this date under ARCTIC REGIONS). An edition, 2 vols., Lon- 
don, 1748-49, is cited in Chavanne. Danish original, Copenhagen, 1624. See below. 

Captain Jens Munk was a much travelled and experienced officer in the 
Danish navy. When the newly formed Danish East India Company planned to 
send an expedition to India they selected Munk, with the consent of the King, for 
the command of the vessels. Munk chose to go by the Northwest Passage, which 
was supposed to exist though yet to be discovered. He wintered on the west coast 
of Hudson’s Bay at the mouth of Churchill River, where he and his crew suffered 
so severely from scurvy that only himself and two others escaped the ravages of 
the disease. The survivors managed finally to return to Denmark in the smaller 
of the two ships, leaving the Danish East India Company probably wiser but un- 
doubtedly sadder at the loss of a ship and the money invested.

This latter 
was translated into German, Frankfort, 1650, and thence into English 
by the Churchills for their 1704 Collection. 


1743 MIDDLETON, CHRISTOPHER. A Vindication of the Conduct of 
Captain Christopher Middleton, in a late Voyage on board His Ma- 
jesty’s Ship the Furnace, for discovering a North-West Passage to 
the Western American Ocean. In answer to certain Objections and 
Aspersions of Arthur Dobbs, Esq. 8vo. London. 

Reprinted, Dublin, 1744. An account of Middleton’s voyage in Harris II, 
437-451. Extracts from his log printed in the Hakluyt Society volume for 1852, 
See below. 

The charter of the Hudson’s Bay Company enjoined on its directors the duty 
of undertaking exploration as well as engaging in trade. In answer to the crit- 
icisms that they had neglected their obligations, they sent Captain Middleton in 
1742 to find a passage west of Southampton Island. Considerable controversy 
arose over this voyage, some of which is listed below. The doubt thrown on Mid- 
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dleton s account of his voyage sent to Dobbs may well have been written by John 
Wygate, clerk to the Furnace on this expedition. The latter seems to have had a 
decided grudge against Middleton because of this officer’s attitude toward his men. 
In the MS. record he kept of the trip, he writes: “He (the captain) treated all 
on board as blockheads and fools, thro 5 his Vanity, Ostentation, and superiority 
of Post. Nobody dared speak their minds freely, tho 5 never so reasonably or mod- 
estly, but what they said was always turned to ridicule, or answer'd with an angry 
countenance and sharp words. 5 ' 5 Middleton, in his account given to the Admiralty, 
on his part . complained that more might have been done had not the ships been 
“pestered with such a set of rogues, most of them having deserved hanging before 
they entered with me. 55 It seems quite evident from this Manuscript of Wygate’s 
that Middleton did not do all in his power toward effecting the discovery of the 
Northwest Passage during this expedition. — From Maggs, No. 549. 


1744-48 MIDDLETON, CHRISTOPHER. The late Attempts made for the 
discovery of a Passage to the South Sea, from Hudson’s Bay, more 
particularly that of Capt. Christopher Middleton, Commander of His 
Majesty’s Sloop the Ftirnace, Interspersed with original Papers.

Dobbs was the chief promoter of an expedition in 1741 to discover the 
Northwest Passage through Hudson’s Straits. Middleton had announced on his 
return from his voyage of that same year that what had at one time been thought 
to be the passage was only a large river. Dobbs at first accepted this statement, 
but some one sent him an anonymous letter suggesting that Middleton was in con- 
nivance with the Hudson’s Bay Company. . Hence the series of controversial 
pamphlets that ensued. Finally another expedition was sent out and Middleton was 
proved to be correct. See Dobbs under 1744, NORTH AMERICA; under 1754, 
NORTH PACIFIC; Ellis and Swindrage under 1748 below; Swindrage under 
1768 below; and the Hakluyt Society volume under 1852 below.

Translated into French, Paris, 1749; into Dutch, Leyden, 1750; into 
German, Gottingen, 1750. See below. 

This expedition was sent out at the suggestion of Arthur Dobbs. 
It put a definite end to the supposition that the Northwest Passage lay 
through Hudson’s Bay. It also contains interesting descriptions of the 
Eskimos.

Phillip states in his dedication that he translated this work at the suggestion 
of Richard Hakluyt. According to the editor of the Hakluyt Society reprint, the 
translation is full of errors in consequence of an inadequate knowledge of the 
Dutch language. This account relates the fortunes of the three expeditions sent 
out in 1594, 1595, and 1596, by the Dutch in their search for a northern passage 
to China. The outstanding figure in these voyages was Barents, who proved to be 
almost as indomitable as the icy barrier blocking his way round Nova Zembla. It 
was on the third voyage that he reached Spitsbergen Islands, thus bringing them 
for the first time into European contact. He also succeeded in rounding the 
northern tip of Nova Zembla, where he was forced to winter. Since the summer 
ice failed to break up and release his ship, he and his survivors were forced to 
attempt the return in open boats. Before they were succored Barents died. Three 
centuries later the hut in which the crew lived during this unprecedented experi- 
ence was found intact together with a number of relics. The bad fortune of these 
voyages led the Dutch to drop the project for some time. For the earlier Eng- 
lish attempts see Hakluyt’s Principal Navigations.

Captain Hall had acted as pilot 
to the Danish expeditions of 1605 and 1606. His report to the King of Denmark 
on these voyages was printed for the first time by the Hakluyt Society, vol. I, 1897, 
as well as his voyage of 1612 related by Gatonbe. See below under 1896. The ob- 
ject of the voyage is in doubt. On his earlier expeditions Hall thought he had dis- 
covered a body of silver ore. Apparently he had in mind not the discovery of the 
Northwest Passage but the profitable working of his silver mine. Commercially 
the voyage was a failure, though it added to the geographical knowledge of the 
southwest coast of Greenland. Hall died at the hands of the Eskimos.

Interest in furthering the exploration o£ the unknown area between Asia and 
America led to several expeditions. That which was to carry on the work east of 
Kamtschatka was entrusted to the command of Bering as Commodore. The ships 
St. Paul and St. Peter left port June 4, 1741. The vessels got separated in a storm 
never to rejoin. Bering sighted Mt. St. Elias, Kodiak Island, and a portion of the 
Aleutian Peninsula, the Shumagin Islands, and passed along the Aleutian Islands 
to the south. Being attacked by scurvy Bering was removed to the island that still 
bears his name, where he died, Dec. 19, 1742.

La Perouse 
had already distinguished himself in his encounters at sea with English fleets and 
in particular with his capture of the English forts at the southern end of Hudson’s 
Bay. His voyage was replete with misfortunes. After leaving the Hawaiian 
Islands he next sighted the American coast near Cape St. Elias in Alaska. In 
this vicinity he lost twenty-one men, who were drowned when their boats were 
caught in the strong current at the entrance to Lituya Bay.

Vancouver was appointed in command of the Discovery with the tender Chatham 
under Lieut. Broughten, “to receive back in form the territory which the Spaniards

the 30th degree latitude. Proceeding by way of the Cape of Good Hope, he touched 
at various places in the South Seas, and finally on April 18, 1792, he sighted the 
west coast of North America. He then sailed to the north, and carried out the 
formalities of taking over from the Spaniards at Nootka Sound the disputed ter- 
ritory. He examined the Straits of Juan de Fuca, discovered the Gulf of Georgia, 
and circumnavigated the island known by his name — Vancouver Island. (He also 
did exploration in Puget Sound.) In 1793 he examined the coast of North Amer- 
ica northwards from San Francisco, which for the first time was accurately de- 
lineated.

Capt. Broughton saw much important service along the coast of North-' West 
America, in the East Indies, and along the coast of N.E. Asia. In 1790 he was 
appointed to accompany Vancouver in his famous Voyage, but was for some time 
employed in the survey of the Columbia River and the adjacent coast. He re- 
turned to England with despatches, and on Oct. 3, 1793, was made Commander of 
the “Providence” (Capt. Bligh’s old ship), and again sent out to the N. W. Coast 
of America to join Vancouver. He sailed to Rio de Janeiro, thence to Australia, 
Tahiti, the Hawaiian Islands and so to Nootka Sound, in Vancouver Island. Find- 
ing that Capt. Vancouver had left he sailed down to Monterrey in California, and 
then across the Pacific again to the Hawaiian Islands and on to Japan. For four 
years ^ he carried out a close survey of the Coast of Asia and the Islands of Japan. 
The “Providence” was lost off Formosa, but the crew were all saved, and the 
work continued in die tender. He arrived back in England in February, 1799, 
and until his death in 1821 saw much further important service for most part in 
the Far East. Maggs, No. 491. This voyage was one of the most important ever 
made to the North-West Coast of America. It is on this document that Great 
Britain based her claim to the Oregon Territory in 1846.— Robinson, No. 45.

This took 
him up the Gulf of St. Lawrence, which he persisted in believing was the short 
route to India, the much-sought-for North-west Passage, even after he got well 
into fresh water; his second, the next year, took him to the site of Montreal, . . . 
Very little material survives of the Cartier voyages. Ramusio published an ac- 
count in 1556, which remained unquestioned until the discovery in Paris (in the 
middle of the nineteenth century), of an ancient manuscript which seems to be 
not only Cartier’s own account of it, but even partially in his own hand; the 
latter contradicts Ramusio at many, points. The original description of the sec- 
ond voyage, the Brief Recit & Succincte Narration, survives in only one copy. —

See 
Parks, pp. 220-221. — De Soto landed on the west coast of Florida, at Espiritu 
Bay, in May, 1539, with 600 Spaniards, and wandered about the country for 
nearly four years. Much of his route is difficult to identify, but he seems to 
have passed north through Florida and Georgia, to the neighborhood of Mobile, 
and then Northwest towards the Mississippi, which was reached early in 1541. 
The following winter w r as spent on the Washita. Finally De Soto “sickened and 
died,” and his body was sunk in the river in a lead coffin. The remnant of the 
Spaniards under Luis de Moscoso succeeded in getting out by drifting down the 
Mississippi to its mouth and reaching Christian comniunit es. — From Maggs, No. 
549. According to Professor Bourne, “The expeditions of De Soto and Coronado 
were the most elaborate efforts made by the Spaniards to explore the interior of 
North America, and in some respects they have never been surpassed. Between 
them they nearly spanned the continent from Georgia to California.’' Further- 
more they give us early valuable accounts of many Indian tribes, such as the 
Choctaws, the Cherokees, the Creeks, and the Seminoles.

The expedi- 
tion left Honfleur on March 15, 1603, and after a tempestuous voyage of 40 days 
reached Tadoussac. From this point Champlain explored the Saguenay for about 
30 or 40 miles, and then the St. Lawrence as far as the falls above the present 
site of Montreal. Returning to Tadoussac he explored the shores of the Gulf, 
secured a valuable cargo of furs, and returned to France, which he reached on 
September 20, 1603. In this edition the account begins on page 1163. — From 
Robinson. 

WEST, THOMAS, LORD DELAWARE. Relation to the Counsell of 
Virginia.

Pilgrim es, vol. 4. This early map is scarcely known to bibliographers, the sub- 
sequent issues of it being almost always inserted in this edition. — Puttick and 
Simpson. This work had the Oxford instead of the usual London imprint be- 
cause the book did not suit the purposes of the Virginia Company, which was 
able, by means of its interlocking members of the Stationers' Company, to pre- 
vent its license. ... It is often referred to as the Oxford Tract. . . . The con- 
tent is divided into two parts — the first is Smith’s description of the topography, 
products, climate, and aborigines of Virginia; the second contains a chronicle of 
the Colony until 1612 by W. S. (William Symonds). By far the most interesting 
feature of the pamphlet is the map which gives it its title. This map is one of 
Smith’s most important contributions to cartography, although it has been said 
that he merely copied it from previous charts by Gosnold, Waymouth and others. 

. . . The entire content of this work was introduced by Smith, with changes and 
additions into his General History (see below under 1624). Purchas used it in 
an abridged form. — From Waldman.

His book brings the story down to June 18, 1614; its primary ob- 
ject was, like most of the others, to draw so optimistic a picture of the state of 
affairs in Virginia as to induce people to venture money, their personal coopera- 
tion, or both in the colony.

This is the literary fruit of the author’s voyage of exploration of the New 
England coast in 1614. It was this voyage that gave him the title of Admiral 
of New-England, which he ever after employed. It was written while Smith 
was a prisoner of some French pirates. This pamphlet was one of the author’s 
favorite works and has generally been exempted from the violent attacks his 
other productions have sustained. It is an unpretentious, yet roughly quite ac- 
curate, description of the salient features of what he saw on his hasty visit. 
He considers also the possible advantages offered by New England to adventur- 
ers, a theme he reworked 1629 in an almost unknown eight-page tract. New Eng- 
land’s Trials (see under 1620 below). Among other distinctions, the title page 
of the Description is the first ever to bear the name New England, which had 
previously been known simply as North Virginia. . . . Smith describes it as “ that 
part of America in the Ocean sea opposite to Noua Albyon (California) : dis- 
covered by the most memorable Sir Francis Drake in his voyage about the 
worlde .” The accompanying map has been called by Justin Winsor “the earliest 
thoroughly accurate map of Massachusetts Bay,” . . . even in Smith’s time its 
quality was widely recognized. It was dedicated to Prince Charles (later Charles 
I) with the request that he change the barbarous native names to good English 
ones, which His Royal Highness obligingly did. — Waldman.

WHITBOURNE, SIR RICHARD. A Discourse and Discovery of 
Newfoundland, With many reasons to proove how worthy and bene- 
ficiall a Plantation may there be made, after a far better manner than 
now it is. . . . London. 

See Whitbourne under 1622 below. This work was written for the encour- 
agement of colonists. It gives a general description of Newfoundland and in- 
vites settlers to the country. The author has been called the “Father of New- 
foundland." He was a Devonshire man and served against the Armada in 
1588 in a ship of his own. He had already made a voyage to Newfoundland in 
1580. He met Sir Humphrey Gilbert at St. John’s a few years later, and fre- 
quently returned to the same shores afterwards. His work bears the same rela- 
tion to that colony that the works of Champlain do to New France. — From 
Maggs, Nos. 429 and 479. There was a reissue of this pamphlet with a Loving 
Invitation, a Reference from the King and letters from Bishops, circulated in 
England, and the anonymous Short Discourse was designed for Ireland. — John

Efforts were early made in the Virginia Company to encourage the breed- 
ing of silkworms. So great was the interest taken in the subject by the Virginia 
Company at home that on Nov. 9, 1621, the Court recommended the translation, 
and printing of the treatise on making silk written by Boneill, the French master 
of the King’s silk-works at Oatland, that it might be sent to the governor, coun- 
cil, and colonists in Virginia. This is one of the earliest publications relating 
to the subject.

It is not defi- 
mtely known by whom the work was written, but it is generally accepted that 
pradford and Winslow were the authors, and that the manuscript, having come 
into Morton i s hands, was seen hy him through the press in London. It is the first 
work published m Great Britain to give an account of the planting of the Plym- 
outh colony, and this together with Winslow’s Good Newes, 1624 gives the 
earliest account of the voyage of the Pilgrims in the Mayflower, their settlement 
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at Plymouth, and of the neighbouring Indians, who had been nearly extermi- 
nated by a recent plague. The work is an authority even at the present day. It 
was no doubt this work which suggested to Longfellow at least the name of his 
hero 4 Miles Standish, the Puritan Captain. 3 ’ — Quaritch.

Some 
copies bear the date of 1625. The unsold sheets were reissued without the dedi- 
cation in 1630, with a new title, as The Mapp and Description of New England. 

Sir William Alexander was a celebrated Scotch poet and statesman, and 
friend of Charles I. ... In 1621 he was given a grant of Nova Scotia, then known 
as New Scotland, and (practically) of Canada. — From Maggs, No. 502 .

In 1624 Smith completed a project he had had in mind a long time since, the in- 
clusion of his previous writings, revised and expanded, into one volume known as 
the Generali Historic of Virginia.

It is one of the half a dozen 
principal ornaments of Americana. . . . The faults and virtues of the work may 
be stated concisely as exaggeration, invention, praise of self and dispraise of oth- 
ers on the one hand, keen personal observation, humor, imagination and a rare 
faculty of writing on the other. . . .

The author came over to New England to enjoy himself 
in a manner more suited to the reign of Charles II than to that of his father, and 
speedily found himself superlatively unpopular amidst his Puritan neighbors. . . .

The book is prized as a sort of freak among 
the sober early chronicles of the colony. It was printed at Amsterdam, as probably 
the friends of the colony were powerful enough to prevent its licensing or circula- 
tion in London.

He had made himself obnoxious to the people of Virginia and 
sought refuge in Maryland, where he was well received by Sir William Talbot 
who, finding him ‘ a modest ingenious person, & a pretty Scholar,” says in the 
preface: I thought it common Justice to give him an occasion of vindicating 
himself from what I had heard of him; which truly he did with so convincing 
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Reason and circumstance, as quite abolished those former impressions in me, 
and made me desire . this Account of his Travels, which here you have faithfully 
rendred out of Latine from his owne Writings and Discourse, with an entire 
Map of the Territory he traversed.” — Quaritch. Lederer was sent out in 1669 by 
one of Virginia’s governors to discover the Pacific. . . .His book advances the 
theory, based on investigation, that the distance from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
was certainly more than eight or ten days’ journey, contrary to popular belief. 
The author admits nevertheless that the Western Ocean may stretch an arm as 
far east as some point in the Appalachian range! — Waldman. Prof. Cyrus 
Thomas, of the Bureau of Ethnology, has within a few years declared that this 
book is largely a literary fake. In examining the original copy of the book he 
discovered many mistakes. “Lederer was an engineer or surveyor, he could read 
and write English, Spanish, German and Latin, was something of a poetaster 
and litterateur, danced well, and was a scholar.” Lederer had many quarrels 
with his party while making a survey of the York River and the Roanoke River. 
Captain Harris and his soldiers finally refused to go any further . . . and when 
later Lederer arrived at Jamestown with tales of the marvels he had seen, the 
colonists drove him out of the colony. He then met William Talbot, who be- 
friended him. — Bradford.

Following upon the discovery of the Mississippi by Marquette and Joliet, 
La Salle set out in 167S to open up this fertile basin. The chronicler of his ex- 
pedition was Father Louis Hennepin, who explored the upper reaches of the 
Mississippi while La Salle was retracing his way to raise funds for renewing his 
voyage, after its disastrous experience on the Illinois river. Hennepin may have 
touched the site of the future city of Minneapolis. After La Salle’s death in 
1687, Hennepin, in the second edition of his work, claimed to have made the dis- 
covery of the Father of Waters its whole length to the sea, a claim that is easily 
disproved.

Subsequently he became a colonel 
in the British army in America and raised the “Queen’s Rangers.” His printed 
circular to recruits promised them “their proportion of all rebel lands.”-— Robin- 
son, No. 41.

These -volumes comprise the reports of the Jesuit Missionaries to their superior 
at Quebec or to the provincial of the Order in France. They include travel, 
letters, journals, adventures, accounts of the Indians, captivities, tortures, and 
martyrdoms, running in date from 1611 to 1678. From 1632 to 1673 these Rela- 
tions were published annually in Paris by Sebastian Cramoisy. But after 1673 
they sank into obscurity until their reappearance in print at Quebec in 1858. 
The value of these reports, which is one of the most difficult of all sets to pro- 
cure at any price for the early history of North America, particularly for New 
prance, is incalculable. The Jesuits played an important role in the history of 
New France m the seventeenth century, as they were constantly in the thick of 
all the religious and political developments of that colony. Farkman says that 
with regard to the condition and character of the primitive inhabitants of North 
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America It Is Imjposs- ible to exaggerate the value of the Jesuit Relations as an 
authority.”

One result was the dispatch of an 
expedition under Coronado (see Coronado under 1896 below).

The voyage of 1603 appeared in 
French, Paris, 1604, and the complete narrative of all the voyages, revised by 
Champlain himself, was printed, Paris, 1632. See below. 

Champlain made eight voyages to the St. Lawrence region: 1st in 1603 — ex- 
ploration of the St. Lawrence as far as the rapids above Montreal; 2nd of 1604 
— exploration of the coasts of Nova Scotia, Maine, Massachusetts and attempts 
to found a settlement south of St. Lawrence; 3rd of 1608— further explorations 
on the St. Lawrence and the foundation of Quebec; 4th of 1610— no new ex- 
ploration but cementing more firmly friendship with the Algonquins; 5th of 1611 
— journey up the St. Lawrence to meet the Algonquins with whom he had left 
one of his men; 6th of 1613 — the important expedition up the Ottawa river; 7th 
of 1615 — return with Recollet missionaries and the discovery of Lake Huron, 
war on the Iroquois, and wintering with the Algonquins; 8th of 1633 — return to 
Canada as Governor. ^He died in 1635. Champlain stands at the top of the list 
of explorers in America in that he combined with the leadership requisite for 
such enterprises the abilities of an historian and of a colonizer.

It contains the only account of important events of 
which we should never have known otherwise and in no period of American his- 
tory Js there a greater dearth of exact information. It is from nearly every point 
of view a key-book. — Waldman. For the two preceding voyages of Hawkins see 
Hawkins under 1903 below. This third voyage so marked by disaster to the adven- 
turers and ill consequences for the Spaniards was like the other two a slaving ex- 
pedition. But as Beazley remarks, far from being a discouragement to English 
seamen, it only stung them to a manifold revenge; and the baptism of blood at 
San Juan de Ulua (“the port which serveth the city of Mexico”) was afterwards 
expiated in the plunder of many an unfortunate Spanish ship. Hawkins's concluding 
words may be quoted again: “If all the miseries and troublesome affaires of this 
sorrowful voyage should be perfectly and thoroughly written there should neede a 
paynfull man with his penne as great a time as hee had that wrote the lives and 
deaths of the martirs.”

It contains a long account of tobacco and is the earliest notice of 
its use in Spain or elsewhere. This is supplemented by Frampton’s story of its 
introduction into France by Jean Nicot, French ambassador at Lisbon. The editor 
of the edition in the Tudor Translations suggests that this account paved the way 
for its first use in England, for nine years after the translation had appeared Ralph 
Lane and Francis Drake brought to England the first smoking implements and a 
supply of tobacco.

This work is incomplete, and is translated not from the Spanish, but from the 
French of Miggrode, which name is misspelled Allegrodo in the “To the Reader” 
portion, which goes on to say that the book was “to serve as a President and a 
warning to the XII provinces of the lowe Countries ’’—history reversing itself rap- 
idly. — Waldman. The volume contains an account of the inhuman cruelties prac- 
ticed by the Spaniards in Peru and Mexico from the time of their landing in 
1493. — Quaritch. Las Casas, the Apostle to the Indians and their great defender 
against Spanish cruelty, was born at Seville in 1474, and died at the great age of 
ninety-two at Madrid. In 1502 he went out and settled in the West Indies and 
soon became the advocate of the Indians against the terrible wrongs committed 
by their conquerors. This drew on him the animosity of his countrymen and was 
not successful in stopping the atrocities. He returned to Spain in 1515 and ap- 
pealed to his Sovereign, whose untimely death upset his endeavours. Wearied out 
by his fruitless efforts he retired to a Monastery in Santo Domingo and spent eight 
years in study and writing. Publication of his books was at first forbidden, but 
after a lapse of twelve years these tracts, which form one of the most gruesome 
books ever written, were finally published.— Maggs, No. 612. The number of In- 
dians destroyed— forty millions— was halved by Phillips. Modern critics are in- 
clined to decrease it still further.— Waldman. For a summary of each of the nine 
tracts see Maggs, No. 479.

This work became the inspiration of a vast number of novels, plays, imaginary 
voyages, and doubtless inspired manv an adventurous spirit to turn sea-rover. —

an account which needs to be taken in small doses. Evidently Esquemeling was 
made of softer stuff than his brother pirates, for he does not always approve of 
the relish with which the infamous L’Ollonois would tear out the hearts from 
victims still living. Nor did he applaud the duplicity of Sir Henry Morgan, who 
violated the honor of a pirate and absconded without dividing the booty obtained in 
the sack of Panama. He saw the error of his ways and withdrew from the profes- 
sion and so lived to tell the story. His career as buccaneer ran from 1666 to 1672.

His purpose in the main work was 
to relate the whole range of the Spanish conquests in America down to the middle 
of the Sixteenth century. — Robinson, No. 23. It is curious to note that the trans- 
lator makes no mention of the actual author’s name, but gives his own name in full 
at the end of the Epistle Dedicatory. The preliminary leaves also contain a six- 
verse poem, in English, with six lines in each, and a twelve-line Latin poem, 
written by the Elizabethan poet Stephen Gosson, in praise of the Translator. — 
Maggs, No. 465. Gomara has generally been criticised for his partiality towards 
Cortes, but his attitude towards the Spanish in general was somewhat less favor- 
able, and an edict of suppression against the book had nominal force for nearly 
two centuries.

He 
afterwards joined the Church of England, and wrote this work, the first to give 
the World a description of the vast regions from which all foreigners had been 
jealously excluded by the Spanish authorities. It is supposed to have incited the 
attacks on the Spanish territories and colonies during Cromwell’s time. Gage 
was appointed chaplain to the forces which captured Jamaica, where he died in* 
1656. — From Maggs, No. 549. The 22nd chapter, relating his journey to Rome, 
was left out in the 3rd edition, as is said, to its reflecting on the character of 
Archbishop Laud.— -Lowndes. The author appears to have been a believer in 
witchcraft and sorcery, and admits many curious relations on these subjects — 
Puttick and Simpson. Portions concerning Laud and rules for learning the Cen- 
tral American languages were issued separately. — D.N.B. Southey quoted this 
work in his notes on “Madoc,” where he charged that Gage’s account of Mexico 
was copied verbatim from Nicholas’ Conquest of Mexico (see Gomara under 1578 
above).

The ill-fated Scotch Darien Scheme was the project of Wm. Paterson (the 
founder of the Bank of England) for a Scotch Company with Headquarters on 
the Isthmus of Panama, as a counterpart to the British East India Company. 
(The expedition sailed in July, 1698.) William III opposed the idea, and the 
Spaniards and British Colonies in North America did all they could to ruin it; 
all. this, combined with the unhealthy climate caused the colony to be an utter fail- 
ure. Scotland was an exceedingly poor country at this time, and the loss of some 
£100,000 invested in the scheme caused a great deal of suffering there and much 
bitterness against England for her refusal to support the colony. England, how- 
ever, was. friendly to Spain at the time, and it was entirely against her policy 
to cause ill feeling by encouraging a colony established on what was generally 
considered as Spanish territory.— Maggs, No. 549. The affair produced innum- 
erable defenses and evoked as many replies. See Scott, Bibliography of the Darien 
Company , 1904, and Insh, Papers relating to the Ships and Voyages of the Com- 
pany of Scotland trading to Africa and the Indies , 1924.

It is in this edition that Wafer makes his strong appeal to the 
Government to make a settlement on the Isthmus, whereby— among other advan- 
tages— “a free passage by land, from the Atlantic to the South Sea, might easily 
be affected, which would be of the greatest consequence to the East India trade. 
... In 1681, whilst with the buccaneers (among them Dampier) marching across 
the Isthmus soon after the taking of Santa Maria, Wafer was injured by an ex- 
plosion of gunpowder and was left behind among the Darien Indians, with whom 
he lived until he was eventually sent to the coast and taken on board Dampier s 
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sloop at Le Sound’s Key (on the Atlantic side). Being a surgeon he was held in 
high esteem by the Indians and was able to gain all his information concerning 
them at first hand.— Maggs, No. 479. On account of his intimate knowledge of the 
Isthmus Wafer’s name and experience were frequently invoked by the partisans 
of the Scots Settlement at Darien.

According to Callander the author of this journal was Adolph Decker, a na- 
tive of Strassburg, and Captain of Marines on board the Dutch fleet. Le Hermite 
was admiral of the Nassau fleet which was sent out to harass the Spaniards in 
the South Sea. It sailed April 29, 1623. It but moderately succeeded. Le Hermite 
died at Callao and the fleet finally proceeded to the East Indies. Le Hermite’s 
name was given to the group of islands north of Cape Horn.

— For two years and a half Sharp’s party of buccaneers ranged up and 
down the western coast of South America, sacking and burning towns, capturing 
ships, ransoming sometimes, but killing often, quarreling among one another and 
gradually dwindling in number till it was no longer possible to carry on their 
plundering and rapine against the increasing forces of the Spanish authorities. 
At last in desperate state for stores, they sailed round the Horn for Barbadoes. 
There they met a King’s vessel and, fearing capture, set sail for Antigua where 
the band was broken up, each man shifting for himself, and the ship handed 
over to seven unfortunates who had lost their all at play— From Quaritch. Sharp 
was killed by the Spaniards at Cape Corrientes and his journals were published 
at London, 1699, two years after his death.

He failed to attain either object, for he got no further north 
than Valdivia, Chile. But he made good charts, especially of the Strait of Magel- 
lan, which were much superior to those previously in use.

The common explanation for the rarity of Acunha’s work is its suppression 
by the Spanish government of Philip IV lest Portugal, which had been freed from 
Spain before the work came off the press, should profit by its information. It has 
been pointed out, however, by the editor of the Hakluyt Society edition that 1 

Portugal already knew as much. But according to Barcia (quoted by Sabin), i 

its rarity is due to the small number of copies printed. Rich states that “it was 
probably not intended for sale, as it is not furnished with the licenses usually pre- 
fixed to books printed at that time. Acunha was accompanied by Artieda, a 
brother Jesuit, and the object of their voyage was to ascertain whether the treas- 
ures of Peru might not be brought to Europe by way of the River Amazon, 
without going through the South Sea (at that time much infested by pirates) and 
round Cape Horn.”

This work forms one of the most valuable of our early records of the Falk- 
land Islands, and to Fr6zier we are indebted for the clearest contemporary account 
of the Navigation of the French seamen there. Most of these navigators, includ- 
ing Frezier himself, were from St. Malo, and thus the islands became known as 
the Malouines. To Frezier we are also indebted for the statement that “these 
Islands are certainly the same which Sir Richard Hawkins discover’d in 1593,” a 
statement often quoted later at the time of the English, French, and Spanish 
claims to the Falkland Islands. This English edition is preferable to the original 
French edition of 1716, as it contains Dr. Edmund Halley’s Postscript, correcting 
certain Geographical errors made by Frezier. Halley is of course most famous 
now as the discoverer of Halley’s Comet; At the end is a 13 pp. account of the 
Joint Settlement in Paraguay. The work also contains an interesting account of 
guano at page 147. — Maggs, No. 612. This work was very useful in its day and 
in later times to navigators proposing to double Cape Horn. The author, who was 
“Engineer in Ordinary” to the French King, sailed from St. Malo Nov. 23, 1711.

Brewer 
died at Valdivia in August, 1643, and the command fell to Herckeman.

The distresses endured caused the 
crew to divide, some electing to stay with Captain Cheap, who by the way was 
about as amiable a character as Lieut. Bligh of the Bounty fame,’ and the others 
to take the long boats and make their way back to the east coast. Bulkeley and 
Cummins were of the latter group. The navigation of the perilous seas, amid 
vast swarms of unknown islands and channels along the west coast of Patagonia 
or Chile is as marvelous as the men's capacity to endure cold, wet, and hunger. 
The voyage was successfully accomplished with the help of Narborough's charts. 
If there is a more desolate and rain-ridden coast than that of southern Chile, it 
remains yet to be discovered.

The voyage of 1501 was Vespucci’s third and was performed in the service 
of the king of Portugal. It explored the coast of South America from latitude 
S a S. to latitude 50° S. Failure of proper recognition from the Spanish court led 
him to offer his talents to Emmanuel of Portugal. Of the four voyages credited 
to Vespucci modern scholars are inclined to accept as genuine only the second and 
third, though it may be added that there is some acceptance of the first. It was on 
the second voyage of 1499 that Brazil was discovered. How his name came to be 
attached to the New World is related in Waldseemiiller’s Cosmo graphiae. Saint 
Die* 1507. This Cosmo graphiae Introductio was a small text book which the geog- 
rapher Waldseemiiller composed to accompany a wall map delineating the latest 
additions to the known extent of the world. In it he inserted a sentence of extra- 
ordinary consequence: “But now that these parts have been more extensively ex- 
amined, and another fourth part has been discovered by Americus Vespuccius, I do 
not see why we should rightly refuse to name it America, to wit the land of 
Amerigen or America, after its discoverer Americus, a man of sagacious mind, 
since both Europe and* Asia took their names from women.” — From Robinson, 
No. 20.

After his return to Spain from this voyage of 1606, Quiros spent seven long 
poverty-stricken years memorializing the authorities for funds and ships to 
prosecute further discoveries for the vast Antarctic Continent, which he believed 
he had sighted and had named Australia del Espiritu Santo, which, however, 
turned Sut to be part of the group now known as the New Hebrides, some 1400 
miles from Australia. Of the fifty Memorials which he wrote only eight are ex- 
tant. The high cost of printing led to their circulation in manuscript. This fact, 
together with, the order of Philip III to call them in, lest their contents reveal 
geographical secrets to foreigners, accounts for their scarcity. To get rid of 
this importunate navigator the king finally sent him out to Peru with pretended 
orders to assist him but in reality with instructions to do nothing. Luckily 
Quiros died at Panama before he discovered the deception. Quiros had already 
made the voyage to the South Seas as pilot to Mendana in 1595. With two ships 
and a launch he sailed from Callao in Peru in 1606 on the voyage listed above. 
As he sighted island group after island group he grew more confident and when 
he saw continuous coast lines (in the New Hebrides group) he believed that his 
dream had come true, and that his eyes rested on a mass of land that stretched 
from Terra Australis to and even beyond Tierra del Fuego. He took ceremoni- 
ous possession of this continent in the name of the Church, the Pope, and the 
King, and held to his death the notion that he had added these dominions to the 
crown of Spain and had opened the way to the conversion of millions of souls. 
In the storms that struck them while about to continue the exploration, Quiros 
unaccountably turned back and made for Acapulco, Mexico, and in 1607 arrived 
at Madrid, where he vainly endeavored to persuade the court to send him out 
again. 

The question to what nation belongs the honor of first sighting the shores of 
Australia, whether French, Portuguese, Dutch, or Spanish, has been variously 
answered; but the latest pronouncement by Henry N. Stevens, in his Introduction 
to the volume New Light on the Discovery of Australia (Hakluyt Society, 1929), 
is that the Dutch may rightfully claim, on the basis of unquestionable documents, 
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to be the first, when William Janszoon, in the Duifken, sailing through the 
Torres Straits from the west sighted the coast line of Australia in the Gulf of 
Carpentaria. A few months later, however, in the same year of 1605-06, the 
Spanish under Don Diego de Prado, who succeeded Quiros in command, ap- 
proaching from the east discovered the Straits themselves as well as the lands 
adjacent. Something of ironic humor lies in the fact that neither was aware that 
his eyes had actually beheld the elusive Terra Australis. For the part that Tas- 
man played in the discovery of Australia see Tasman under 1694 and 1744-48, 
AUSTRALIA. For discoveries by Dampier and Cook see the former under 
1703, and the latter under Plawkesworth, 1773, CIRCUMNAVIGATIONS.

This is a very picturesque and probably somewhat untrue account of the 
Malasian Prince brought to England by Captain Dampier in 1691. The Prince 
was_ a native of Meangis in the island of Gilolo and was chiefly famous for the 
intricate tattooings with which his body was covered. He was sold by Dampier 
and exhibited as a curiosity; he died at Oxford not many months after landing. 
This pamphlet was doubtless issued as an advertisement by the showmen who 
had purchased him. A long account of him is given in Dampier’s Voyages — 
Quaritch. It may be that the account was written by Thomas Hyde the orien- 
talist.

1766-68 BOUVET DE LOZIERS, J. B. C. Voyage to Magellanica. Extract in 
Callander III, 641-644. 

The journal of this voyage was printed at Paris and thence inserted in the 
Memoirs of Trevoux, February, 1740. The above extract js the first appearance 
of any portion of it in English. The object of the expedition was the search for 
the more or less mythical “GonnevilleV' Island, supposedly discovered in the 
early sixteenth century. The maps had placed it south or southwest of Africa, 
but it failed to turn up where sought for. However, a small, snow-covered 
island was sighted to which was given the name Cape Circumcision. This island 
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was rediscovered in fairly recent times and has been called Bouvet’s Island. 
Bouvet’s experiences with the ice proved of service to Cook in his second voy- 
age of circumnavigation. (See Cook under 1777, CIRCUMNAVIGATIONS, 
and also De Gonneville this current date below.) The expedition set out in 1738 
and returned to France in 1739. 

CANTOVA, ANTONY. Voyage to the Caroline Islands. Extract from 
the Lettres Edifiantes et Curieuses. In Callander III, 23-40. 

This account, which appears here for the first time in English, was taken 
from De Brosses. These islands are said to have been discovered by the Span- 
iards in 1686, but like many another discovery, they had to be sought for again 
As they gradually reappeared to man’s knowledge, the Jesuits in the Philippines 
felt impelled to establish a mission there, which was at last accomplished by 
Father Juan Antonio Cantova in 1722. He was murdered in 1733 by the natives 
of Mogmog, near Falalep. (See Heawood, Geographical Discoveries , 412.) 


CLAIN, (Father), and GOBIEN, LE (Father). Account of the 

New Philippines. Extracts from the Lettres Edifiantes et Curieuses 
In Callander III, 9-23. 

These -letters are to be found in tome I and tome IV of the Lettres Edifi- 
mtes et Curieuses, written by the Jesuit missionaries in the East Indies and the 
Far East, edited by Du Halde and Le Gobien. They are supplemented here by 
an account of a later date (1710), written apparently by the captain of the ves- 
sel touching there. The New Philippines was the name given to the Carolines 
by the Jesuits of the Philippines. 


DAM PIER, WILLIAM (Captain). Voyages to Magellanica and Poly- 
nesia. In a revised form in Callander II, SS6-673. 


The editor has “digested" the several relations of Dampier in their “proper 
order of time, and has done some pruning.

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GONNEVILLE, BINOT PAULMIER DE. Voyage to Australia. Short 
extract in Callander I, 63-73. 

This was extracted from a judicial declaration made by the above before 
the Admiralty in France, July 19, 1505, and inserted in the Memoir es touchant 
VEtablissement d’une Mission Chretienne dans la Terre Australe , printed at 
Paris by Cramoisy, 1663. The author of this account was a great grandson of a 
native of Australia or of the southern world, whom Gonneville had brought into 
France on his return from those parts, and whom he married to one of his rel- 
atives on his having embraced. Christianity. Gonneville’ s journals were lost when 
he was captured by the English as he was returning home. The author above 
mentioned collected his. materials from the traditions and the judicial declaration 
named above. The claim is made that this voyage discovered Terra Australis 
sixteen. years before Magellan made his circumnavigation. — From Callander’s In- 
troduction. Gonneville’s name is attached to the mythical land sought for by 
Bouvet. 

GUALLE, FRANCISCO DE. Voyage to Polynesia. An account in Cal- 
lander I, 412-423. 

. This voyage started from Acapulco, Mexico, in March, 1582. It took in the 
Philippines, Macao, China, and seems to have run near Japan. The return was 
by way of the coast of California, and ended in 1584. The author says that his 
account was written in Spanish and translated verbatim into Low Dutch by 
Linschoten. 


KEYTS, (Captain). Voyage to Australia. Abstract in Callander 

II, 519-523. 

Keyts sailed from Banda July 19, 1678, for the coast of New Guinea, taking 
the same course as Vink had done in 1663. 

MENDOZA, ALVAR DE. Voyage to Polynesia. Abstract taken from 
Herrera's General History and the Portuguese History of Lopez Vaez. 
Never before translated into English except the small Extracts from 
Vaez in Hakluyt. In Callander I, 277-283. 

This expedition started from Peru in 1567 to make discoveries in the South 
Seas. Among the groups it sighted were the Solomon Islands.. As a result of 
the voyage plans were made to colonize these islands, but having learned that 
Drake had found his way into the South Seas, the authorities abandoned the 
project. 

SAAVEDRA, ALVAR DE. Voyage to Polynesia and Australasia. 
Given in substance in Callander I, 119-122. 

An account of this voyage is given in Herrera, Decades IV. This expedi- 
tion was fitted out by Cortes for the discovery of the Spice Islands. It sailed 
from Mexico Oct. 31, 1526. In the Moluccas they found some of Magellan’s 
men and some of Garcia de Loaisa’s. 

VINK, (Captain). Voyage from Banda to New Guinea. Short ab- 

stract in Callander II, 420-422. 

Two small frigates were sent out by the Dutch at Batavia to examine the 
coasts of New Guinea. They met with some opposition from the natives. The 
journal offers little information. 
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WINTER, JOHN. Voyage to Magellanica. In Callander I, 337-355. 

Winter was associated with Drake on his voyage round the world. He 
turned back from the Strait of Magellan and made for home. 

1767 BYRON, JOHN (Commodore). For an account of his discoveries in the 
South Seas see his Voyage round the World , under CIRCUMNAVI- 
GATIONS, and the item following here. 

1773 BYRON, JOHN (Commodore). This voyage of 1764-66, together with 
Carteret's and Wallis's of 1766 and Cook's of 1768, all circumnaviga- 
tions, were done officially for the Admiralty by Hawkesworth. See 
under both COLLECTIONS and CIRCUMNAVIGATIONS this 
date. 

Beginning with Byron’s the voyages to the South Seas for the next thirty 
years are remarkable, not for conquest and plunder, but for the steady progress 
in correcting errors of former navigators and in filling up blank spaces on the 
map with new discoveries. In this work the French assisted very materially. 
Byron’s instructions were to locate the elusive Davis Island and the lost Pepys 
Island, as well as to make new finds. His discoveries in the Pacific were not as 
rich as were those of Carteret and Wallis and fall immeasurably below those of 
Cook. He failed to fix the islands wanted though he thought he had found in 
the Falklands Pepys Island. These he claimed in the name of King George, not- 
withstanding that Bougainville had planted a French colony there but: a short 
time before. For Byron’s adventures and misfortunes occasioned by the wreck 
of the Storeship Wager , during Commodore Anson’s voyage of 1740 see The 
Narrative of the Honourable John Byron under 1768, SOUTH AMERICA. 


CARTERET, PHILIP (Captain). For his discoveries in the South Seas 
see his Voyage round the World , under CIRCUMNAVIGATIONS. 

Carteret and Wallis started out together in the ships Swallow and Dolphin 
three months after Byron’s return home. They separated at the Strait of Ma- 
gellan and prosecuted their discoveries independently of each other, Carteret 
failed to find Davis Island at the spot marked on the chart, but he sighted Pit- 
cairn Island, which was to become the last refuge of the mutineers of the Bounty. 
His discoveries further on in the region of New Britain and New Ireland were of 
fundamental importance. He reached home in March, 1769. 


WALLIS, SAMUEL (Captain), For his discoveries in the South Seas 
see his Voyage round the World , under CIRCUMNAVIGATIONS. 

Well might the natives of Tahiti exclaim “Woe the day!” when Wallis 
dropped anchor off their doorstep, for they were destined to exchange their 
primal innocency, liberty, and unblemished health for white man’s vices, domi- 
nation, and diseases. While the fatal beauty of this Island of the Ever Young 
proved to be its own undoing, it has brightened the life of man by serving as 
a release for the imagination, a port of call for every wandering “White Wings 
in the South Seas,” a refuge for jaded Gauguins, and a final resting-place for 
the homeless beachcomber. Had Wallis made no further contributions to geog- 
raphy, he has won honor enough by being the first white discoverer of Tahiti. 
By establishing friendly relations with the inhabitants and by suggesting this spot 
as the proper place for making observations of the transit of Venus he prepared 
the way for Cook’s famous voyage of 1768.

COOK, JAMES (Captain). For his discoveries in the South Seas see 
Hawkesworth’s An Account of the Voyages undertaken ... for Mak- 
ing Discoveries in the Southern Hemisphere , under COLLECTIONS 
and CIRCUMNAVIGATIONS.

The field of discovery is already de- 
scribed under the items cited. 


(Banks, Queen Oberea, Omai, and Cook called forth the efforts of poets 
and poetesses, satirists and elegists. A few samples of these literary 
productions are listed below, not as belonging to the bibliography of 
travel, but merely as curiosa.) 

1773 Epistle from Mr. Banks, voyager, monster-hunter and amoroso to Oberea,

Omai became the sensation of London and was referred to in any 
number of diaries, letters, and memoirs of the period. Dr. Johnson 
refused to be impressed with Boswell’s account of his elegant table 
manners. Reynolds painted his portrait arrayed in a long robe worn 
by no Tahitian either before or since. The flattering attention paid 
him in England threw him off his balance and on his return to his 
native islands on Cook’s third voyage he cut no great figure with his 
countrymen. A more promising specimen of the “noble savage” was 
Prince Lee Boo, a native of the Pelew Islands (see under 1789 below).

The reports of the excellence of the Bread-fruit tree in Tahiti led to sev- 
eral expeditions whose purpose in part was the introduction of this tree into the 
West^ Indies. Among them was BIigh’s fateful voyage in the Bounty. Ellis was 
described by Linnaeus as & “bright star of natural history,” and as the “main 
support of natural history in England.” . . . He imported various American 
plants and seed, and also sent out others to America. — Maggs, No. 491.

This item is cited by Chavanne under the date of 1758, but inasmuch as it 
was read before the Academy of Sciences at Paris, Dec. 23, 1766, and Jan., 1767, 
and was printed at Paris in 1778, it seems probable that the date 1778 is more 
nearly correct. Moreover Pingre made voyages to the South Seas in 1767, 1768- 
69, and 1771, which were published in 1768, 1773, and 1778. 

Pingre was a French astronomer, who is credited with publication of the 
first nautical almanack

In August, 1783, the Antelope, commanded by Henry Wilson, of the East 
India Company’s Marines, ran on a rock near one of the Pelew Islands and 
became a wreck. This group of islands had been sighted by the Spaniards and 
others, but had never been explored. Captain Wilson and his crew escaped 
safely to shore. Pie and his men were well treated by the natives, and in time 
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they managed to build a small vessel from the wreck, in which they were able 
to reach Macao, taking with them Prince Lee Boo, or Liby, one of the king’s 
sons. Wilson brought him to England where he was lionized and created a 
very good impression; he, however, unfortunately died of small-pox.— From 
Maggs, No. 491. On the death of the Prince the East India Company sent out 
two vessels, the Panther and the Endeavour ■ under Captain McCluer to convey 
the sad news to Abba Thulle, King of the Pelew Islands, together with some 
presents of seeds, plants, etc. McCluer finally married one of the native women 
and hved there fifteen months, when, growing tired of solitude, he managed to 
reach China m a native boat without compass or other instruments. He returned 
to the islands for his family and sailed for Calcutta. Meeting the Bombay 
frigate he sent some of his party on board her. After leaving Calcutta he was 
never heard of again. From Maggs, No. 491. Fanny Burney records meeting 
Keate, but she gives no flattering description of him. He seems to have been 
enormously conceited over his poems, with which, in the words of the Bio- 
graphic Dramatica, he “obliged the world.” He dressed up the style of the sea- 
men’s journals much as did Hawkesworth those of Cook and Banks.

For some time the project of transplanting the bread fruit tree from the 
South Sea Islands to the West Indies had engaged the attention of various mer- 
chants and naturalists, and in 1787 the ship Bounty under command of Lieutenant 
Bligh was dispatched to Tahiti for the purpose of collecting the young plants 
and conveying them to the West Indies. This work of collecting was success- 
fully carried out. But while at the Island of Aitutaki, of the Cook or Hervey 
group, the crew, under the leadership of Fletcher Christian, master mate, 
mutinied. Bligh with eighteen others was put into the ship’s launch along with 
a few provisions and some instruments and set adrift. After a voyage of 3600 
miles and forty-one days the launch succeeded in reaching Timor and Java in 
the Dutch East Indies, where the emaciated unfortunates were taken in by the 
Dutch and hospitably treated. Bligh bought a small schooner and continued on 
to England. Meanwhile the mutineers divided into two parties. Sixteen landed 
at Tahiti and were for the most part eventually captured by the Pandora, sent 
out to apprehend them, and carried to England where they were tried and, with 
the exception of some three, were executed. The other nine remained with the 
Bounty, and, after taking on six native men and twelve women, cruised around 
until they sighted Pitcairn Island, where they landed, destroyed the ship, and 
formed a settlement. Dissensions arose between the natives and the whites with 
the consequent mortality of all but one white man, Alexander Smith, who as- 
sumed the name of John Adams. The story of peace and idyllic tranquility that 
followed belongs to the accidental contacts with the island made by Captain Fol- 
ger of the American ship Topaz (October, 1808), who sent in a report of his 
discovery. The next visit to the island was made by two English frigates in 
1814, which forwarded the official account to England. This was followed by the 
visit of Capt. Beeching in the Blossom in 1825, who reported the population to 
number sixty-six. In 1830 Captain Woldegrave found the population had grown 
to seventy-nine. Later on the population had increased so much that the British 
government moved a portion of them to another island, some of whom, however, 
becoming homesick returned to Pitcairn. It is generally agreed that the main 
cause of the mutiny was the intolerable harshness of Bligh’s temper. For an 
account of the capture of some of the mutineers see Edwards under 1915 below. 
Byron’s poem, “The Island,” was based on the story of the relations that existed 
between the sailors and the native women.

Some interesting de- 
tails concerning the disappearance of La Perouse and the search for him are in- 
cluded in the work.

History of Discoveries in the South Sea, vol. Ill, London, 1803. A modern edi- 
tion by J. E. Heeres, Amsterdam, 1898. See below. 

The above account is probably the earliest in English of Tasman’s famous 
voyage of 1642, in which he discovered Tasmania, called by him Van Diemen’s 
Land, and New Zealand. This short account is based upon that by Dirk Rem- 
brantse, published in Holland about 1678. In his long introduction the author 
speaks of explorations toward the South Terra Incognita, and suggests that the 
Dutch had made great discoveries there which they had never divulged, . . . and 
writes “Tis probable by Abel Jansen Tasman’s Navigation, that New Zealand, 
New Carpentaria, and New Holland, are a vast prodigious Island, which he seems 
to have encompassed in his voyage, setting out from Batavia to Maurice Isle . . . 
he fell upon those new Tracts of Land called Van Diemen’s, and afterwards upon 
New Zealand, to the South-East of New Holland; returning to Batavia through 
part of the South Sea (wherein he discovered new Islands) and so Northwards 
to New Guinea to the Molucco’s, and Java.” — From Maggs, No. 491. For many 
years the only account of Tasman’s voyage was to be found in a curtailed version 
of his journal, published at Amsterdam, 1674, and in a more copious relation in- 
serted in Valentyn’s East India Descriptions. About 1711 a MS. journal, sup- 
posed to be the original, fell into the hands of Sir Joseph Banks, and was found 
to be much more complete than any previous narrative. This was translated into 
English by Rev. C. G. Woide, and published by James Burney as stated above. 
It commences : “Journal or Description by me, Abel Jansz Tasman, of a Voyage 
from Batavia for making discoveries of the unknown South Land, in the year 
1642. May God Almighty be pleased to give His Blessing to this Voyage 1 Amen.” 
— From Edinburgh Cabinet, XXI, 143, note. The Dutch original was never pub- 
lished entire ; perhaps it was never intended to be, for the Dutch East India Com- 
pany, like the Spaniards and the Portuguese, kept many discoveries secret to pre- 
vent results being utilized by other nations. The first complete and exact version 
is that edited by Heeres. 

For the answer to the question who and what nation first sighted Australia 
see under Quiros, 1617, SOUTH SEAS, and Prado y Tovar under 1929 below. 
Preceding Tasman a number of Dutch voyagers had been sent out from Batavia 
to the western shores of this new-old continent, but the results had been isolated 
contacts which were to remain separate pieces for some time to come. The Dutch 
East India Company were not so much interested in pure geographical discovery 
as in new regions to exploit and new usable trade routes to South America, al- 
though their instructions to Tasman included settling the question whether Aus- 
tralia and New Guinea were one continuous land mass and had any connection 
with the Antarctic continent. However much Tasman’s voyage disproved the com- 
mon assumptions, he was unaware of the fact. His second voyage of 1644 con- 
firmed him in the same error, but it did prove that land discovered by early ex- 
plorers in the Gulf of Carpentaria was a part of that found on the western 
and northwestern coasts.

Dampier’s approach to Australia was made from the Indian Ocean, and con- 
sequently his experiences with that barren, desolate coast were bound to react un- 
favorably with regard to either land or inhabitants. In the 1709 volume, which 
is part II of vol. Ill, it is stated that he was commissioned to survey “all islands, 
shores, capes, bays, creeks, and harbours, fit for shelter as well as defence, to 
take careful soundings as he went, to note tides, currents, winds, and the charac- 
ter of the weather, with a special view to the settling of the best districts. To ob- 
serve the disposition and commodities of the natives,” etc., of what is now Aus- 
tralia. Dampier’s recommendations were not of a character to encourage further 
immediate voyages to this continent. With Cook’s discoveries on the east coast 
a new era opened up for English interest in Australia. 

1744-48 PELSAERT, FRANCOIS (Captain). The Voyage and Shipwreck 
of Capt. Francis Pelsart, in the Batavia, on the Coast of New Holland 
and his succeeding Adventures.

Pelsaert sailed from the Texel, October, 1628. His object was to continue 
the exploration of the western coast of Australia. The voyage ended in mutinies, 
murder, and shipwreck, but Pelsaert managed to reach Batavia alive. — His ac- 
count of Australia was sufficiently dismal to deter the Dutch from trying to set- 
tle on that “barren” continent. Through him Europe got its first description of 
the kangaroo. — From Maggs, No. 491.

T his work purporting to be the account of the voyage of a certain English- 
man to the unknown land of Australia and two other unknown countries named 
Scimie and Cinocefali, was the composition of a Venetian named Zaccaria Seri- 
man. Italian editions were also published at Venice and London.— Maggs, No. 
491. There is a Spanish edition in 3 vols., Madrid, 1778, which states that this, 
work was translated from “Idioma Ingles al Italiano,” and from the latter into 
Spanish by Joaquin de y Guzman. The names of the unknown regions of Scimie 
and Cinocefali make the piece suspect as a fictional effort. 
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1766-68 VLAMINGH, WILLEM DE (Captain). Voyage to Australasia. Ex- 
tract from the Journal of Vlamingh printed at Amsterdam, 1701. In 
Callander III, 6-9. 

This voyage, which _began at the Texel in 1696, had for one of its objects 
the search of a Dutch East Indiaman supposed to have been lost somewhere on 
the coasts of New Holland, in the route from the Cape of Good Hope to Batavia. 
It surveyed the whole western shore of Australia more completely than had been 
done before. The charting and surveys of the coast and islands and bays was of 
considerable value. Vlamingh came across the plate set up by Dirck Hartog in his 
voyage of 1616 to this coast. This he carried off but left one with the same in- 
scription in its stead. This in turn was found, half buried in the sand, by Captain 
Hamelin of the French expedition of 1801, and was fastened to a new post In 
1818 it was brought away by Louis de Frej^cinct to France. See Heawood, 
Geographical Discovery.

After observing the transit of Venus at Tahiti, Cook in compliance with his 
instructions took up the work of further discovery. The most momentous result 
of this voyage was the survey of the eastern coast of Australia, the navigation of 
the Great Barrier Reef, and the finding of a passage through Endeavour Strait 
into Torres Strait, and so on to Timor. In his preface to his second voyage 
Cook gives Torres credit for the discovery of the Strait bearing his name. For- 
mal possession in the name of King George was taken of the entire east coast.

This is probably Lieut. Philip Gidley King, who was commissioned by Gov- 
ernor Phillip to superintend the transportation of convicts to Norfolk Island for 
settlement, of which he became first governor.

Arthur Phillip was the first governor of New South Wales. In 1786 he was 
assigned the duty of forming a convict settlement in Australia, and on May 13, 
1787, he sailed with the “first Australian fleet” for Botany Bay.

18, 1788, but not being satisfied with Botany Bay, he founded his new settlement 
in Port Jackson on Jan. 26, 1788, naming it Sydney, after Thomas Townshend 
Viscount Sydney, then Secretary of State. This is an exceedingly important and 
valuable work. — Maggs, No. 491. The history of the establishment of New South 
Wales as a colony is one of vicissitudes, among which may be mentioned near 
starvation of the whole colony and near mutinies of the troops and the convicts.

This is a narrative of the expedition made during a voyage of Lieutenant 
Shortland^ while guarding a fleet of transports from New South Wales to Eng- 
land .-—Edmbiirgh Cabinet XXI, 276. Shortland, who had sailed with Governor 
Phillip on the outbound voyage to Botany Bay, was sent back home in com- 
mand of a fleet of four transports. He took a new route north of New Guinea and 
thus extended the range of geographical knowledge of the South Sea archipelagos. 
He reached England but not without experiencing terrible suffering from dis- 
ease among his crew. He later died of a gunshot wound received in a fight with 
a French frigate in the West Indies.

King turned out to be a very able administrator and was rewarded with the 
office of governor of the island.

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Sirius returned to the Cape of Good Hope for stores, thus circumnavigating the 
globe, but was wrecked on Norfolk Island on her trip back to Australia. When 
Phillip resigned the governorship of New South Wales, Hunter was appointed 
in his stead. As governor he was not exactly a success, but as sailor he was much 
esteemed. — Maggs, No. 491. Under the administration of Hunter the exploration 
of the coast line of Australia made rapid progress.

Geography 

(It has been pointed out by E. G. R. Taylor, Tudor Geography , that geography owes a 
great debt to astronomy and hence to astrology, that the cosmographer was in the first in- 
stance an astronomer and mathematician, so that many geographical works are to be found 
embedded in numerous astronomical and mathematical works.) 


1480 HIGDEN, RANULF. Polychronicon. 

Written in Latin and translated into English by John of Trevisa in 1387. It 
was published by Caxton in 1480 (according to Taylor; in 1482 according to 
D.N.B.). It contains “The descrypcion of . . . Britayne and Ireland,” and a Mappa 
Mundi, i.e., a verbal description of the known world compiled from many sources, 
from Pliny, Isidore, and Macrobius down to Giraldus Cambrensis. It is thoroughly 
typical of its day. — From Taylor. 


1503 ARNOLD, RICHARD. The Copy of the Carete Cumposynge the Cyr- 
cuet of the Worlde and the Cumpace of every Yland. Antwerp ( ?).

The numerous versions of Ptolemy printed in the sixteenth century on the 
continent and their relative scarcity with English imprints reflect on the slowness 
with which the study of geography was taken up by the English. The Geograph- 
ike Syntaxis of this famous mathematician, astronomer, and geographer of Egypt 
was far in advance of its day in its scientific attitude towards the subject of geog- 
raphy and in its projections of maps, and exerted for nearly thirteen centuries an 
influence that almost amounted to a tyranny in the field of mapping. The first 
edition of Donis’s Latin translation appeared in 1482 and the first printing of the 
Greek text was that edited by Erasmus and published at Basel in 1533. For the 
advance made by Mercator over Ptolemy see Mercator under 1635 below.

He taught mathematics and other subjects at Oxford 
and Cambridge. He died in prison, probably for debt. — D.N.B. This work is 
an instance of the new interest in mathematical geography. It was dedicated to 
Queen Mary, with a letter to Cardinal Pole. It is probably the Introductio in 
Geometriam atque Cosmographiam listed by Bale. It formed part of Frobisher’s 
ship library. It was written directly to further the search for a route to Cathay.— 
From Taylor.

The last three pages of 
the text are devoted to “A Perticular Description of suche partes of America, as 
are by trauaile founde out,” in which Columbus is not mentioned, the discovery 
being attributed to Vespucci .—Quar itch. This is an elementary . treatise, mainly 
on mathematical geography; not up to date, but the first substantial English work 
on geography.

With the exception of Pliny’s Natural 
History, this is the only formal treatise on geography in classical Latin. It agrees 
in general with Greek writers from Eratosthenes to Strabo. It divided the earth 
into five zones, of which two only were inhabitable. It also, unlike the Greek 
writers, asserted the existence of a southern temperate region, which was inac- 
cessible because it was cut off from the northern region by a terrifically hot zone 
intervening. It followed closely the Greek geographical accounts in its descriptions 
of the eastern part of the earth, but went beyond them in its account of the west- 
ern part of Europe, as would be expected of a Spanish subject of imperial Rome. 
It was the first to name the Orcades or Orkneys, which it locates pretty accurately.

This, work revolutionized the science of navigation and was the first to point 
out the deflection of the needle. Though in great demand in England after Eden’s 
translation, all editions are very rare, and hardly any copies with both the folding 
map and the complete set of volvelles have survived. — Quaritch. It was translated 
at the suggestion of Stephen Borough, chief pilot of the Russian trade for the 
Muscovy Company, who made the masters of trade realize that the more universal 
experience of the Spaniards in navigation, their skillful use of the stars, their 
greater knowledge of making one’s way over the sea must be utilized if English 
navigators were to compete successfully with Spain and Portugal. Early English 
expeditions had to depend very much on pilots from the Mediterranean lands. 
Eden wanted Englishmen to learn these secrets of land, sea, and stars so that 
they could pilot their own ships.

Eng, Lit., IV, v. This work embodies the results of both reading and 
experience. It has to do with, among other things, a table of the Declination of 
the Sun, taking of position in the southern hemisphere, and especially with the 
variation of the compass. The success of the work probably encouraged Bourne to 
further books on navigation. — From Taylor. See Bourne under 1578 below.

Vol. II, finished in 1576 and lost, 
was called Queen Elizabeth her Arithmetical Tables Gubernatick: for Navigation 
by the Paradoxal! Cumpass and Navigation in Great Circles. Vol. III was fin- 
ished and burnt (probably because politically dangerous). Vol. IV, called the 
Great Volume of Famous and Rich Discoveries, written in 1577. The great part — 
from chapter 7 on— is preserved in the British Museum, though badly damaged by 
fire. — Taylor. Dee played an important part in the general work of exploration 
of the day, and was adviser to a number of adventures overseas. He was a close 
friend of the great cartographers of Europe, and an advanced mathematician, who 
helped to make the country conscious of the close connection between mathemat- 
ics, navigation, and cartography. For detailed accounts of his work and influence 
see Parks, 49-50, and Taylor, chapters V-VII.

He believed that America was part 
of the mythical island of Atlantis, and that the Atlantic Ocean was full of mud.

The ten chapters into 
which this . . . book is divided deal with the earliest legends regarding navigation, 
the first inventors of galleys and how they began their work; the dangers of nav- 
igation, and of the many philosophers who never ventured in the sea ; ... of the 
difficulties and risks run by passengers on galleys ; ... of the articles with which 
a navigator must be supplied on embarking in a galley.— From Maggs, No. 508.

— From John 
Carter Brown. The “greatlye to be desyred” knowledge of the longitude was still 
being sought for throughout the eighteenth century.

His work De Natura 
magnetis Eden brought home with him for translation. — Taylor.

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Drake on the expedition to Cadiz in 1587, when he was put under arrest for ques- 
tioning the latter on the wisdom of attacking Lagos. He commanded a vessel 
against the Armada.

His chief additions to the art of navigation were his endeavors, as re- 
lated in the above book, to remove one of the greatest obstacles, that of not 
knowing the true length of a nautical mile. His measurements gave 2,040 yards, 
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about 12 yards too much. He is also credited with the discovery of the “dip” of 
the magnetic needle.— Maggs, No. 585.

According to Norden- 
skiold, this work opened up a new period in the history of Marine literature. 
Owing to the great popularity and importance of the work subsequent Portulan 
Atlases were called Wagoners after the author's name. The charts comprise those 
for Holland, Southern and Eastern England, Eastern Scotland, Norway and the 
Baltic, Northern and Western France and Spain and Portugal. — From Maggs, No. 
534. Sir Thomas Browne, writing to his son Thomas, a naval officer, says “Wag- 
goner you will not be without, which will teach the particular coasts, depths of 
roades, and how the land riseth upon the several points of the compass." — Sir 
Anthony Ashley, the translator, had made the voyage with Drake and Norris to 
Spain in 1599.

Maps And Atlases 

A Selected Cartography 

(The history of cartography as illustrating the progress of geographical knowledge is a 
forbidden field to any but the inner circle of specialists. Therefore the selected cartography 
listed in this section maintains a respectful silence on the famous maps of the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries and contents itself with referring the curious to A. E. Nordenskiold’s 
Facsimile Atlas to the Early History of Cartography (Stockholm, 1889), whiclyis regarded 
as being well-nigh exhaustive in its treatment. What the reader will find below is a random 
selection from the common run of publications, sufficient, however, it is believed, to evidence 
the intensely active desire of English cosmographers to keep pace with the discoveries of Eng- 
lish navigators. As nearly all the works cited in these two volumes contain maps, it was 
thought futile to load these pages with repeated cross references.)

Dunton states that his only son of ten years of age was 
a slave in Algiers and like to be lost to him forever. The year of the expedition 
was 1636.

The author states that he was a gentleman by birth and served in 
many naval and military operations. On Jan. 28, 1597-98 he sailed in a trading- 
ship "to the Mediterranean; his ship was attacked by six galleys of the Duke of 
Florence • he was taken to Leghorn, where he worked as a slave for eight years 
and ten months. He was ransomed by a captain of a Florentine ship who de- 
sired to take him as a doctor on an expedition to the River Amazon. On return- 
ing to Italy he was again attacked, this time by an English pirate, but escaped to 
shore. He was arrested by the Inquisition, lived on bread and water in an un- 
derground unlighted dungeon for sixteen days, and then removed to another prison. 
An English shipowner helped him to escape, and after sailing about the Mediterra- 
nean, he reached London in 1614 and wrote a full and interesting account of his 
travels. — Maggs, No. 508.

On May 29, 1685, he and three others made their escape, reached the sea shore 
and put out to sea in a row boat, and were picked up by the Lark-Frigate, Cap- 
tain Leigh tom Upon Phelps’ proposal an expedition was sent in to the harbor 
against two pirate boats at anchor, which were burnt with the loss of only one 
man to the English.

About this time Lurting became a 
Quaker and describes his hardships on declining to fight The second half of the 
volume describes how in 1663 Lurting was mate to one George Pattison when 
their vessel was taken by an Algerine pirate off Majorca. Without any bloodshed 
Lurting was able to regain control of the vessel and landed the Moors on the 
coast of Barbary rather than sell them into slavery. On returning to the Thames 
King Charles II heard of the boat’s arrival and paid it a visit, and on hearing the 
story said that the Turkish prisoners should have been brought to him. To which 
Lurting replied that he thought it better for them to be in their own country, at 
which the King smiled! — Maggs, No. 534.

A True and Genuine Narrative of the whole Affair re- 
lating to the Ship Sussex, as sent to the Directors of the Honourable 
East India Company; from the time she was deserted by the Officers 
and greatest part of the Crew, till she was unfortunately wreck'd on 
the Bassas de India. Also a particular Account of the many Hardships 
and Distresses of Sixteen Brave Sailors who staid on Board. By John 
Dean, the only surviving Person of them all. 8vo. London. 

The author was a sailor on board the Sussex, which sprung a leak during a 
storm to the east of the Cape of Good Hope. The officers and a majority of the 
crew, believing that the vessel would sink, transferred to the Winchester East 
Indiaman, which was close by; sixteen sailors, however, chose to stand by the 
vessel. They reached St. Augustin’s Bay, Madagascar, in safety, whence they in- 
tended to sail for Mozambique, but the vessel ran on the Bassas de India rocks 
. . . and became a wreck. Nine of the crew set off for the shore in the pinnace, 
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three of whom were drowned by the boat^ capsizing. After various distresses 
Dean managed to get rescued by an English vessel and reached Lombay. 
Maggs, No. 508. 

1741 CARTWRIGHT, CHARLES. A Faithful Narrative of the unfortunate 
Charles Cartwright, who, in his voyage to Jamaica, was Taken by a 
Spanish Privateer, and carried into St. Sebastian, his Hard Usage 
there, and wonderful Escape from thence.

Janies Annesley (1715-1760) was the son of Lord Aitham, a dissolute spend- 
thrift. In 1716 Lord and Lady Annesley separated, and the child, after living 
with his father as a legitimate son for some years, was left to shift for himself. 
On the death of Lord Aitham (1727) his brother, afterwards Earl of Anglesey, 
succeeded to the title and contrived to get his nephew sent to America, and there 
sold as a slave for a period of seven years. During this period he managed to 
escape and endeavouring to return and prove his identity, was retaken and ac- 
cording to the colonial laws was sentenced to a further term of servitude for 
breaking his bond. At the end of his slavery, in 1740, he managed to enter one 
of the ships of Admiral Vernon’s fleet as a sailor, and telling his story to the of- 
ficers was brought back to England by Vernon, and an action for ejectment was 
brought against Lord Anglesey, his uncle. He was declared legitimate, but being 
without funds, died before the case could be prosecuted further.— Robinson. 
The incident was used by various novelists, such as Smollett in Peregrine Pickle, 
Scott in Guy Mannerinq, Charles Reade in The Wandering Heir, and perhaps 
Stevenson in Kidnapped.

He gives an 
amusing account of the country and his adventures in Maryland, Virginia, New 
Jersey, New York, and Connecticut, till he embarked for England, His accounts 
of how he bamboozled and bled Whitefield, Thos. Penn, Gov. Thomas, and 
others of good repute, are amusing, true or not.” — Stevens.

Culture in Elizabethan England . 

1609 HALL, JOSEPH (Bishop). The Discovery of a New World; or, A 
Description of the South Indies, hetherto unknowne. By an English 
Mercury. 8vo. London. 

The title was entered at Stationers’ Hall, January 18, 1608-09, by Thomas

The original voyage to the moon was supposed to have 
been written as early as 1648; that to the sun was begun about 1650 and left un- 
finished. The early French editions, and consequently the English translations 
after them, were cruelly expurgated, for the Church kept a watchful eye open 
for heresies and sceptical views. These voyages, like others of the age, were not 
Utopias, but satires upon existing institutions, upon humbugs, prejudices, literal 
belief in the Old Testament, and the fundamental evil nature of man.

Later writers, including Hawkesworth, 
adopted and repeated the wrong spelling, which is now, of course, in general 
use. — From Maggs, No. 491. This is probably the most famous of all the ac- 
counts of Terra Australis, which in this case is about 3,000 leagues in length and 
400 or 500 leagues in breadth, and contains about “fourscore and 16 millions" of 
inhabitants. It is a fantastic mixture of the marvellous and the realistic, and is 
intended to be a conscious, logically argued attack on the Christian tradition.

The author, whose real name has never been found out, was one of the most 
celebrated impostors of all times.

He suffered himself to be converted to the Anglican Church by the 
chaplain of a regiment in Holland and was passed on to the Bishop of London, 
who with full faith in his claims, sent him to Oxford to make a translation of 
the Catechism into Formosan. Doubt at once arose over the authenticity of his 
narrative. The author finally repented of his life of imposture and gave himself 
up to hackwork and naturally to a life of poverty. He won the deep respect of 
Dr. Johnson, who said he would as soon think of contradicting a bishop as 
Psalmanaazaar. His Memoirs published in 1764 is a remarkable document. For

The author was given command of a small vessel with a crew of ten and sent to 
examine the coast. Unluckily he had not been provided with an anchor, and dur- 
ing the night was blown out to sea. The next day he discovered a rich and fertile 
land, in fact, Australia, and goes on to describe his adventures. The work was 
really written as an attack on the French Government and various French public 
men of the time. — Maggs, No. 574.
